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DETAILED ACTION 


Election/Restriction 


1. Applicant's election without traverse of Group V (claims 13, 19, 20 and 22) in the 
response filed October 11, 2002 (paper no. 13) is acknowledged. Claims 14-18 and 21 have been 
withdrawn from further consideration pursuant to 37 CFR 1.1 42(b) as being drawn to a 
nonelected invention. 


2. Claims 1,4-11, 13, 19, 20 and 22 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as 

being indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 

applicant regards as the invention.

In claim 1, line 7, upon careful reconsideration, the recitation "pressing means" is vague 

and indefinite as to what disclosed structure is being set forth, and it seems that "pressing" 

should read —drawing— or the Uke.

In claim 11, line 11, upon carefial reconsideration, the recitation "pressing means" is 
vague and indefinite as to what disclosed structure is being set forth, and it seems that "pressing" 
should read —drawing- or the like. 


Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 112 
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In claim 13, line 7, the recitation "pressing means" is vague and indefinite as to what 
disclosed structure is being set forth, and it seems that "pressing" should read —drawing— or the 
like. 

In claim 22, line 2, "said paper holder" lacks antecedent basis; also in line 2, "mounting" 
is awkward and it seems that it should be changed to -mounted-- or the like; in line S^^^'said 
paper holders" lacks antecedent basis.

3. Regarding claims 13 19, 20 and 22, further consideration of the claimed invention with 
respect to the prior art will be given upon clarification of the claimed invention.

4. Claims 1 and 4-1 1 would be allowable if rewritten or amended to overcome the 
rejection(s) under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, set forth in this Office action.
